“Marble and brick and granite will crumble. A college, living in death­ 
less youth, preserves the works of its benefactors in the characters of tho*e 


whom it trains.” 
None of us like to be forgotten. From the tune of Cheops to the present 
day, men have been building pyramids and tombs, erecting tablets and head­ 
stones to tell that they are dead. But the thinking man who puts his money 
into the endowment of a college leaves a memorial to tell that his spirit

My farm would just about 
endow a chair. 1 will go home and deed it to this college. Then, by the grace 


of Gcd, I shall be here while the worW stands.”
